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SUMMARY OF CASES ACCEPTED
DURING THE WEEK OF JANUARY 2, 2001

The Supreme Court has announced that no cases were accepted during the week of

January 2, 2001.

During the week of December 11, 2000, the Supreme Court accepted People v.

Farell, S092183.  The case summary, published in News Release S.C. 51/00,

inadvertently cited Penal Code section 1203.44, rather than section 1203.044.  The

corrected summary follows:

Petition

for review after the Court of Appeal reversed and remanded for resentencing and

otherwise affirmed a judgment of conviction of criminal offenses.  This case concerns

whether Penal Code section 1203.044, which prescribes particular punishment when a

defendant is convicted of felony theft “of an amount exceeding fifty thousand dollars” in

a single occurrence applies when the theft is of property other than cash.
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
